RAISING BOUNTY 
ON WOLF PELTS 


With wolves reported to be 
alarmingly on the increase in the 
North West Territories and to be 
taking a great toll of fur and meat 
animals in that area the Dominion 
government is raising the bounty on 
wolf pelts in the territories and the 
Wood Buffalo Park 

At present the bounty paid on 
wolf pelts is $5 but on and after 
October 1, 1938, this is to be doubled 


for mature wolves, The new bounty

GOLDBRIDGE, B.C. Aug. 3.— 
Premier Hepburn of Ontario in 
an interview Tuesday declared 
Canadians mast handle their prob- 
Jems as citizens of a great domin- 
fon and not as citizens of this sec- 
tion or that. 

“I regret,” said the premier, “that 
when certain matters peculiarly of 
interest to Ontario come up in the 
House of Commons or senate, just as 
the Alaska highway is of peculiar 
interest to British Columbia, certain 
members of both houses from the 
west, hurry to interfere to the injury 
of the province of Ontario, 


DETERRED UNITY 

“It did not make for national unity 
when a certain group of western 
senators sought delay of construc- 
tion of the International Bridge at 
Niagara Falls, when the phovince of 
Ontario and the state of New York 
had negotiated a satisfactory agree- 
ment for immediate construction of 
a bridge which would cost $5,500,000 
and would furnish much needed 
employment. 

“As the result of the interference 
of Senators J. T. Haig of Winnipeg, 
A. D. McRae, Vancouver, and W. A. 
Griesbach of Edmonton they held 
up this great project when it came 
before the senate committee and a 
year must elapse before the province 
of Ontario again seeks authority of 
Ottawa for construction of the 
bridge.” 

OPINION ASKED 

Mr. Hepburn had been asked by 
George H. Murray, Liberal member 
of the British Columbia legislature 
for Lillooet, and a newspaperman, 
for his opinion of the proposal to 
build an Alaskan highway from the 
United States through British Co- 
lumbia and the Yukon territory, 

“The Alaskan highway is a sub- 
ject for discussion as between the 
premier of British Columbia and 
the prime minister of Canada and 
it would be quite improper for 
me to enter the discussion at this 
time,” said Mr. Hepburn. 

“But I have no statement to make,” 
and he declared his opinion of the 
proper approach of Caneiians to 
their problems and of actions of 
western members of the house and 
senate which he said interfered with 
the good of Ontario. 

Discussing the question of ex- 
port of power from Ontario, Mr. 
Hepburn said: 

MORE OPPOSITION 

“Here again the men in the House 
of Commons who hastened to inter- 
fere with the plans of the province 
of Ontario were western men. They 
had no interest in the question and 
might well have left discussion of 
it to representatives from Ontario. 
They rushed in, however, and caus- 
ed us to withdraw from plans which 
would have added $2,000,000 addi- 
tional revenue annually to the pro- 
vince of Ontario 

“This additional revenue would 
have allowed the hydro-electric 
commission to materially lower 
power rates to users in the pro- 
vince of Ontario. We were pro- 
hibited from selling the 110,000 
horse power which we had arrang- 
ed to sell.”

about 150 miles southwest of the 
important far eastern naval and 
military base of Vladivostok. 

The Japanese communique, de- 
scribing the attack which came 
at 2 p.m. M.S.T. Tuesday, said 
“Japanese troops waited until the 
Soviets were within 230 yards, 
then charged and broke the Ras- 
sian attack in hand - to - hand 
fighting.” 

The Russians quickly reformed 
their lines and returned to the 
assault an hour later but again 
were repulsed. 
Russian air squadrons bombed 
Kojo, a town on the Korean side 
of the border, “causing numerous 
civilian casualties.” 

Exact military losses on either 
side were not steted. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 3 3.—The 
crash of bombs and thun- 
der of artillery in the battle 
for the strategic height 
dominating far off Possiet 
Bay on the Manchukuo- 
Korean - Siberian border, 
evoked an anxious echo in 
Moscow today. 

Soviet statesmen, however, had 
not relinquished hope of prevent- 
ing the outbreak of a major con- 
flict with Japan.

Infection 
NEW YORK, Aug. 3. — Inven- 
tion of radium threads, a new 


| method of treatment for cancer, 
was announced Tuesday at ihe 
New York City cancer institute. 


The threads are made by taking | 
ordinary “sutures” used by sur- 
geons for sewing up wounds, and 
inserting in them, spaced like 
beads, tiny gold or silver “seeds.” 
The seeds, long used in cancer 
treatment, contain radon, the gas 
from radium, which gives off ex- 
actly the same rays as radium. 


SEEDS SMALL 


The seeds are so small the sur- 
gical radium thread is smooth 
enough to be sewn into, or around 
a cancer. The advantage for the 
“thread radium,” according to its 
originators, Dr. Fred Hanes and as- 
| sociates, is the certainty of placing 
the burning substance in precisely 
the best locations.

Holiday Horrors 


Last week-end was longer than usual 
in two or more of the provinces—and so 
is the casualty list that followed. From 
Saturday to Monday 53 Canadians met 
violent deaths. The largest toll for a pre- 
vious week-end this season was the one 
Which immediately preceded, when the | 
fatalities numbered 26. 

Of this terrible total, 22 died as the re- 
sult of automobile accidents, .20 were 
drowned, 11 others from mishaps of vari- 
ous kinds—including four who went on a 
drinking spree in Montreal with rubbing 
alcohol as the beverage. 

Of course this isn't a pleasant subject 
for discussion. But the facts are much 


less pleasant than the discussion. And 
unless they are discussed, widely and 
more seriously than they have been, 


there is little or no prospect that the 
Monday agony column will grow shorter 
—cor will even stop growing longer. 
Until they show more regard for hu- 
man life Canadians had better stop refer- 
ring with horror to “Roman holidays”. 
The main differences between the Roman 
holiday and the modern Canadian holiday 
is that the Romans killed by intent while | 
we do it by carelessness; and that the 
Romans killed slaves while Canadians kill 
themselves and their neighbors. 


The Metis 


There is reason in the claim of Alberta | 
half-breeds that they should be treated 
otherwise than as white settlers are treat- | 
ed in regard to land. Legally the half- 
breed is a white man, and as such is en- 
titled to take up a homestead of 160 acres, 
which many of them have done. But the 
law and inherited tendencies do not always 
run together, and a large number of these 
people do not “take to farming” as an ex- 
clusive occupation nad make a success of | 
it. Hence the proposal that they be given 
grants of 320 acres per family as inalien- 
able property, so located that fishing and 
some trapping and hunting can be en- 
gaged in; and thus enabled to live in a 
style midway between the manner of the 
Indian and the white. 

Se circumstanced, the Metis can be 
self-supporting and live on a satisfactory 
and progressively improving scale. It is 
publicly desirable that they, as all other 
classes of people, should have the best 
opportunity they can be given to enjoy 
security and attain prosperity. Since their 
ancestors were the original owners of all 
the land, it is no great concession they 
are asking. If a settlement can be reach- 
ed on this basis there will be the double 
advantage of putting them in a way to 
take care of themselves better than they 
have been able to do, and of finally dis- 
posing of the charge that the whites have 
dealt rather shabbily with these descend- 
ants of the first Albertans. 


On the Same Footing 


With the exception of Hungary, all the 
countries which at the close of the Great 
War were placed under treaty pledges to 
not rearm have now escaped from the re- 
straint. Germany and Turkey freed them- 
selves long ago, by the direct course of 
repudiating their pledges. Bulgaria has 
wriggled out of the bonds by a method 
different but not less irregular, and has 
been rearming as it pleased anyway. Aus- 
tria's obligation ceased when it was ab- 
sorbed by Germany. Hungary will be 
formally released when the League Assem- 
bly meets, an act of plain justice, since it 
had less to do than any of the others with 
bringing on the conflict. 

The nations will then stand, as they 
stood when the struggle began, on the 
same footing as to recognized rights to 
maintain armies and navies. That is of 
some importance because at disarmament 
conferences it has been argued that the 
“shackled” states could not be expected to 
negotiate until they were restored to equal- 
ity. Whatever the argument was worth, 
it will no longer hold when the shackles 
have gone. 

These treaty pledges embodied an at- 
tempt on the part of the victorious Allied 
powers to reduce armaments and limit 
them by force. The theory was that the 
enemy states should be kept disarmed and 
the Allies would reduce armament until 
all were on a comparable basis. Neither 
side kept to the program. Britain alone 
the European Allies actually reduced 

; some of the others increased 
Germany, aud its associates either 
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openly revolted and repudiated their re- 
strictions or ignored them and rearmed. 
So we have the present situation, in which 
all are arming with feverish haste. 

Armament limitation by compulsion 
having failed, restoration of the “subor- 
dinate” states to equality of right will open 
the way for an attempt at limitation by 
negotiated agreement. Whatever may 
come of this attempt wher it is made, it 
cannot fail more miserably than the try 
for dictated “disarmament”. 


Are They at War? 


If Russia and Japan are not openly at 
war in twenty-four hours or so that will 
be because one or the other backs down, 
in circumstances where backing-down in- 
volves more than “national honor” or hu- 
miliation; involves in fact actual conces- 
sions of practical and perhaps great im- 
portance. 

The latest clash is by all odds the most 
serious in the seven year record of border 
scrimmages. The most serious because of 
the number of men engaged, but also be- 
cause of the point at which the fracas 
occurred. The location is of more sinister 
significance than the size of the engage- 
ment. 

The clash took place where the borders 
of Siberia, Manchukuo and Korea come to- 
gether. This point is only 100 miles from 
Vladivostok, Russia’s port and naval and 
air base on the Sea of Japan—the only im- 
portant harbor Russia has on the Pacific. 
Russia cannot afford to give ground in 
that area, for strategic and also commer- 
cial reasons. And for both sets of reasons 
it would be to the advantage of Japan if 
Viadivostok could be brought under threat 
of attack. 

Modern war-makers do not always 
stand on the old-time ceremonial of issu- 
ing ultimatums and making formal declar- 
ations before starting to fight. Sometimes 
they start the fighting without any de- 
claration, as Japan did in China a year 
ago—and as it did in the war with Russia 
thirty-five years ago. For all the absence 
of a declaration means at present, the 
long-predicted war between Russia and 
Japan may have started last Sunday. 


Lord Runciman, to whom the interest- 
ed governments have cheerfully turned 
over the task of finding a “formula” that 
will satisfy both Berlin and Praha—and 
the Sudeten Germans as well—says he 
feels that he has been “set adrift in mid- 
Atlantic in a small boat.” He might add 
that the statesmen who are so willing to 
let him display his seamanship neglected 
to supply him with a chart.

LONDON, Eng.—(By Mail)—“I am appalled 
at the amount of work those two do for the 
people of England,” said Mr. Joseph Kennedy, 
the American Ambassador, speaking at Winches- 
ter the other day. :

It may well be that the 
slight illness from which His 
Majesty has now recovered was 
a blessing in disguise, It gave 
the King a week's needed rest 
before he and his Consort were 
subjected to the heavy strain of 
the visit to Paris. 

There had, of course, to be a 
revision of the Royal program 
of engagements. The Duke and 
3. RB NORCROSS Duchess of Gloucester depu- 
tized for the King and Queen at Birmingham, 
and the Queen who, on account of the recent 
death of her mother, had not intended to be 
present at the garden party at Buckingham 
Palace, gave up her own wishes and appeared 
instead of the King. She wore black—black 
velvet with a fichu of real lace embroidered with 
seed pearls. Her jewels were a diamond tiara 
and a necklace and bracelet, also of magnificent 
diamonds. 

Her bereavement deprived Her Majesty of 
one interesting function. She was to have made 
a progress by water from Westminster Bridge to 
the Tower of London, where a garden party was 


being given in aid of the funds of Tower Hill.

It is nearly 400 
years, however, since one landed at the Queen's 
Stairs and Queen Mary may well have thought 
of some of her unhappy predecessors when she 
stepped from the launch. 

One of them, a queen for only nine days, was 
Lady Jane Grey, who laid her head on the block 
at the Tower. Soon afterwards another young 
lady, Princess Elizabeth, ascended the Queen's 
Stairs with dire forebodings and with fervent 
protestations of her loyalty to her sister, Mary I. 
In a happier year she went there again, this time 
as Queen, 

As in those days, warders wearing the uni- 
form with which “The Yeoman of the Guard” 
has made everybody familiar, were in attend- 
ance when the Constable of the Tower, Sir Claud 
Jacob, exercised his historic privilege of receiv- 
ing Queen Mary. As she entered her own per- 
sonal Royal Standard was hoisted on the White 
Tower. 

Queen Mary returned to Marlborough House 
in her car. Before, during and after her journey 
down the river the crowded traffic of the Thames 
had been held up for hours and it was deemed 
inadvisable to obstruct it a second time on the 
same day. 

Not only the King and Queen but several 
other members of the Royal Family, especially 
Queen Mary, have been engaged for months in 
an almost continuous round of public and semi- 
public engagements. The Duke and Duchess of 
Gloucester have been particularly active in this 
respect and no one is surprised to hear that they 
are to have a long holiday. 

It is officially announced that the Duchess has 
been advised to take a complete rest and that she 
and her husband are to go to Kenya for the 
autumn, In fact, they should be on their way 
there when this appears in print. They will re- 
main until November. 

The Duke and Duchess are keen and experi- 
enced game hunters, both with the camera and 
with the gun. Before her marriage the Duchess

Health 


During the heat waves of summer we read of 
many people collapsing. Many times such col- 
lapse could be altogether avoided if people 
learned to change their food habits to suit the 
weather, were careful not to stay out in the sun 
too long, and kept cool by means of sponge baths 
or electric fans. 

The most important cause of sunstroke is ex- 
cessive exposure to the heat of the sun but con- 
tributing factors are unwise selection of meals; 
working too hard; loss of mental poise through 
worry or anxiety; and possibly the over-con- 
sumption of alcoholic beverages. 

During the summer months many people 
make the mistake of adding inharmonious mix- 
tures to their diet, such as peanuts, popcorn, “hot 
dogs,” sandwiches, cold drinks, candy, and soda 
fountain mixtures. The result is a disturbed 
digestion, loss of sleep, and a general upset con- 
dition. Then, when two hot days come along 
together, they collapse. By eating sensibly, be- 
ing careful that the intestinal elimination pro- 
ceeds normally, wearing light-weight clothing 
and staying out of the sun, most of them could 
protect themselves from collapse from heat. 

Those who suffer the most are the aged, the 
young, those already enervated, and those who 
have experienced sunstroke before. If you be- 
come dizzy after being in the sun, then it is pos- 
sible you are experiencing the first effects of sun- 
stroke. 

Sunstroke produces a very red face, red eyes, 
and high temperature. The redness of the face 
is due to the head being congested with blood. 
The patient may become unconscious imme- 
diately, just as though he had been struck down. 
It is most commonly found among those ex- 
posed to the direct heat of the sun while in a 
weakened condition or while dressed too warmly. 
When the humidity is high, sunstroke is more 
common. 

The symptoms are: Shortness of breath, quick 
unconsciousness, a high fever, severe headache, 
dizziness, and perhaps nausea, The rate of 
breathing may be changed so that the patient 
sounds as though he were gasping for air. 

The most helpful signs are a drop in the tem- 
perature and the recovery of consciousness, such 
cases often returning to normal and being all 
sight as long a6 ket out of the sun, Sunstroke

People Never Neutral 

Speaking at the University of Washington's 
Institute of Government, Dr. Preuss of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan expresses doubt that 
neutrality law alone will keep the United States 
out of war. Neutrality, says Dr. Preuss, is a state 
of mind; and very rightly he observes that the 
American people are not in a neutral state of 
mind. As a matter of fact, they never have been 
with respect to any considerable international 
war in which they had no part, and probably 
never of one mind with respect to Old World 
revolutions and Latin American spats. The 
average American is quick to form a very 
definite opinion of who's right and who’s wrong 
when there are two sides to be taken on any 
question anywhere; and at times American pre- 
judices and sympathies are profoundly stirred; 
the state of mind is anything but neutral. But, 
after all, neutrality law may serve as a buffer 
against possibilities too grave to be left to 
whimsical administrative action—Seattle Times. 


Too Great a Price 

Britain in her power and might and author- 
ity can afford to be patient and tolerant. Peace 
is the mighty prize of the international game 
she plays with matchless calm—peace, and the 
lives of millions who would be sacrificed in an- 
other great war.

Berlin and Quebec

'On This Date vn Yau 


One hundred years ago today Benjamin Wait 
was convicted at Niagara assizes of high treason. 
Eight days later he, with the other participants 
in the raid on the Short Hills, was sentenced to 
death. 

But this man, one of the most remarkable 
among all the Patriot leaders in Upper Canada, 
was not destined to die on the scaffold. He died 
in a bed Nov. 9, 1895, at the age of 82, after a 
life filled with incident, which in his later years 
he loved to boast about and exaggerate. Born 
in Markham township, near York (Toronto), 
Sept. 7, 1813, his family moved to Haldimand 
county and in the 30’s Wait conducted a sawmill 
at York, in the Grand river. He was among the 
Patriots who gathered around Dr. Duncombe 
and had to flee from Scotland, a village near 
Brantford, in Dec., 1837, crossing the Niagara 
after two narrow escapes from capture. There- 
after he was one of the leaders of the Patriot 
campaigners, He took part in the battle on 
Pelee Island, asserted that he was in command 
there and that he was responsible for the only 
time that British soldiers “recoiled from a charge 
of bayonets.” After other incidents he took part 
in the Short Hills raid in June, 1838, and very 
nearly escaped again, but his luck was out and 
June 24 saw him a prisoner. 

After his sentence to death, his wife, a most 
remarkable woman, got up petitions, took them 
in person to Lord Durham at Quebec, and even- 
tually won a commutation of the death sentence 
to transportation to Van Dieman’s Land. Wait 
might have been thankful. Instead he asserted 
he would rather die than go to the prison colony. 
But go he did, by way of England, there being in- 
carcerated in a Liverpool prison, which was a 
house of comfort after the Canadian jails and the 
prison ship across the Atlantic. Eventually he 
was transferred to the Meteor for Tasmania, the 
political prisoners being mixed with convicts, 
“the scum of the earth.” The voyage was stormy, 
Hobart Town being reached in mid-July. There 
he and his Patriot comrades were treated fairly 
well. Dr. Chandler was soon carpenter to Gov- 
ernor Roberts while Wait became store clerk and 
teacher to the three gubernatorial children. 

So satisfactory was their conduct that they 
were both given ticket of leave, August 3, 1841, 
just three years after Wait’s conviction at Nia- 
gara. This gave them freedom to roam about 
and it was not long before Chandler, Wait and 
others stole a whale-boat, put out to sea, lay 
around for six days and were then picked up by 
an American whaler which eventually landed 
them in New York seven months after leaving 
Hobart. j 

Both were welcomed home by a great crowd 
at Niagara Falls, N.Y. Wait was only able to 
visit Canada by stealth. His wife died soon after 
his return and he married again and moved to 
Michigan, where he was a lumberman and made 
considerable money, but died alone (his second 
wife having also died) in the Union Benevolent 
Home at Grand Rapids, always ready to fight his 
battles over again and relate how Ben Wait 


challenged the whole power of Britain.

does not occur without warning signals first be- 
ing experienced. These are: Dizziness, headache, 
swimming spots before the eyes, and a flushed or 
burning sensation of the face. Patients having 
such symptoms would do well to look for a cool 
place, where they may dash cold water on the 
face, the wrists, and the back of the neck, and 
loosen the clothing. If possible, take a cool 
shower, or lie in a cool bath Until relieved. This 
will keep a real sunstroke from developing and 
is an important safety measure when the weather 
is extremely hot. 

Heat exhaustion may come on even when one 
is not in the warm sun, especially when coming 
from a cool room into a warm one. The heat 
stroke is different from sunstroke in that it comes 
on slowly and leaves the surface of the body cool, 
and the temperature subnormal. 

Sunstroke and heat exhaustion both occur 
during the warm weather, but they are entirely 
different conditions and require different treat- 
ment. In tomorrow's article I shall outline the 
treatment for both. I suggest that you watch for 
the article and save it, so that you will know 
what to do if some one near you develops either 
condition.

What is Democracy? 

Editor, Bulletin: Democracy is a 
government instituted by the resi- 
dent public and for the benefit of 


the said public. 

In your issue of the 13th July I 
read a report of an address given 
by Mr. J. H. Unwin, M.L.A., in 
which he said there was ho 
democracy in Canada. If not I 
would like to know in which way 
was he elected as a member of the 
legislative assembly of Alberta, to 
represent the resident public, as 
one of the fundamental principles 
of democracy is to elect their 
representatives by a majority voic 
of the resident public and for the 
benefit of the public, as defined 
by an agreement. 

Democracy being a government 
by the resident public therefore the 
sovereign rights are vested in the 
said public, that being so, every 
law act or agreement, must first be 
submitted to the vote of the resi- 
dent public and carried by a 
majority of the voters, before being 
passed as a law act or agreement 
by the federal, provincial, or mu- 
nicipal governments, otherwise any 
law act or agreement passed by 
either of the said three govern- 
ments without the authority of the 
resident public, will become null 
and void (or without effect) as far 
as the said resident public are con- 
cerned. 

The trouble today is, when mem- 
bers are elected into office to bring 
into effect laws that will be to the 
benefit of the resident public, 
When they get into office, they for- 
get that they are the servants of 
the resident public, and forget the 
election promises that they made, 
and pass acts for which they bave 
no authority from the electors. No 
member can support any act or 
agreement outside the election plat- 
form on which they were elected, 
before submitting it to the vote of 
the resident public, by which they 
were elected. 

Therefore it is time that the resi- 
dent public realize the power that 
is at their command, and the most 
effective way to bring this into op- 
eration is to write out their own 
works program, with law acts and 
agreements to make it effective, 
and submit the said works program 
to their representative member as 
agreement that he will sign, and 
any Other law act or agreement 
that is not embodied in the said 
agreement that he signed, that may 
come up in the legislative assembly 
must be submitted to the vote of 
the resident public, and carried by 
a majority of the voters before it 
can be passed by the federal, pro- 
vincial or municipal members, as 
they are all elected as represents 
ative members of the resident pub- 
lic and therefore their servants, 
and any member violating his 
agreement should be recalled with- 
in ten days and another take his 
place.
